The  cartoon  of  this  tapestry  shows  the  decided  influence  of 
Rubens,  who  designed  frequently  for  the  great  Brussels  tapestry 
weavers.  After  his  death,  the  style  created  by  him  was  even 
more  in  fashion  than  during  his  lifetime.  According  to  the  own- 
ers, the  tapestry  represents  the  Roman  Emperor  Nero  explaining 
to  his  wife  that,  according  to  the  Roman  law,  the  Christians 
ought  to  be  annihilated.  The  reference  to  Roman  history  seems 
evident.  In  the  centre  a  prince  is  seated  on  a  throne.  To  the 
left,  a  group  of  men,  one  of  them  reading  a  document,  the  other, 
with  the  laurel  wreath  of  the  victor,  raising  his  arm  in  eloquent 
gesture.  To  the  right,  a  young  woman  of  royal  bearing,  with 
retainers  behind  her.  (Restorations  on  the  right  and  the  left;

ITALY,  LATE   I/TH  CENTURY 

As  stated  by  the  owners,  this  tapestry  formed  a  pontifical  dais 
in  the  papal  palace  of  the  Vatican  in  Rome.  The  symbols  rep- 
resented point  to  papal  ownership.  The  predominating  colors, 
yellow  and  white,  are  the  papal  colors.  The  centre  field  of 
the  tapestry  shows  the  Holy  Ghost  in  the  shape  of  a  dove  sur- 
rounded by  a  golden  sunburst  on  ivory-white  ground.  The  com- 
position is  surmounted  by  the  papal  tiara,  St.  Peter's  keys  on 
either  side  of  the  central  composition.  A  winged  angel's  head 
at  the  base  of  this  cartouche.

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IMPORTANT  SILVER  PROCESSIONAL  CANOPY 

SPAIN,  EARLY  17TH  CENTURY 

This  canopy  was  evidently  constructed  to  contain  the  representa- 
tion of  a  patron  saint  and  was  probably  used  for  processional 
purposes.  It  is  supported  on  four  embossed  silver  columns  with 
silver-gilt  bands  and  gilt  bronze  capitals.  The  roof  has  rich 
repousse  work  of  scrolls  and  flowers  and  four  oval  shields  at  the 
corners.  It  is  surmounted  by  a  circular  dome  divided  into  panels 
with  four  gilt  bosses,  one  of  which  bears  an  inscription  in 
Spanish  giving  the  date  1637  and  the  cost  price,  one  thousand 
ducats.  A  silver  crown  with  cross  and  bell  surmounts  the  whole. 
The  base  has  a  stand  for  throne,  with  silver  border  and  gilt 
shields  with  cherub  heads.

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VERY  IMPORTANT  ECCLESIASTICAL  SILK  VELVET 
HANGING  spain,  i6th  century 

Consisting  of  three  hangings,  the  main  one  17  feet  5  inches  high 
and  1 1  feet  4  inches  wide.  It  shows  in  the  centre  a  double 
eagle  with  spread  wings,  bearing  embroidered  escutcheon  on 
his  breast,  fleur-de-lys  on  the  left,  surmounted  by  royal  crown 
and  cardinal's  hat.  This  central  motif  is  surrounded  by  elaborate 
interlacing  and  flowing  bowknots  in  appliqued  gold  braid.  The 
central  motif  appliqued,  and  executed  in  ecclesiastical  embroidery. 
Similar  interlaced  decoration  on  the  side  strips.  The  second 
piece  is  6  feet  high  and  1 1  feet  4  inches  wide.  In  the  centre  it 
bears  interlaced  initials  surmounted  by  a  crown,  appliqued  in 
gold  braid  and  framed  by  interlacings,  as  on  the  preceding  piece. 
The  third  hanging  is  a  valance,  27  feet  3  inches  long,  the  scal- 
loped lower  edge  of  a  depth  of  about  27  inches.  It  is  decorated 
with  interlacings  in  appliqued  gold  braid. 


WOOLEN  TAPESTRY  WITH  SILVER  THREAD 

FLEMISH,  LATE  17TH  CENTURY 

This  tapestry  must  have  been  in  the  possession  of  a  royal  house, 
according  to  the  cartouches  with  interlaced  initials  surmounted 
by  a  crown.  The  subject  represents  a  mythological  scene,  prob- 
ably borrowed  from  the  Metamorphoses  of  Ovid.  A  king  in 
sumptuous  raiment,  half  Oriental,  half  Roman,  is  being  trans- 
formed into  an  eagle  by  two  divinities  seen  in  the  upper  right. 
A  woman,  terrified,  flees  towards  the  left.  The  cartoon  shows  a 
decided  Rubens  influence.  The  border  of  acanthus  motives  and 
amorini  in  red  and  blue  on  cream-white.

RARE  SILK  RUG  spain,  late  i6th  century 

This  sumptuous  piece,  called  "the  Alhambra  rug"  by  the  owners, 
shows  an  interesting  combination  of  rug  knotting  and  tapestry 
weave.  The  background  is  worked  in  yellow  and  white  silk 
tapestry,  while  the  design  is  knotted  in  varicolored  silk.  Spanish 
silk  rugs  sometimes  occur,  but  are  extremely  rare.  The  design 
shows  a  bold  acanthus  frieze,  undulated  stems  with  attached 
acanthus  leaves,  connecting  five  boldly  designed  palmette  flowers. 
The  predominating  colors  are  emerald  and  pale  green,  pale  blue, 
deep  red,  salmon-red,  pink  and  white,  and  lastly  black,  outlining 
the  design.  The  upper  edge  with  woven  galoon,  the  lower  edge 
with  richly  tasselled  fringe.
